MOMIIRVB DvKB<.The most defa- 
matory and the moae-Jying rumours have 
been circuhiied for some days amon^ 
the public upon my conduct in this short 
and disastrous campaign. 
The public 
journals repeat them, and seem to give 
credit to the most odious calumny.— 
After having fought fbr 25 years, and 
shed my blood for the glory and inde- 
pendence of my country, they dare to 
accuse me of treason ! Me it is, whom 
they point out to the people, and even 
the army, as the author of the disaster 
which it has just encountered. 


Compelled to break silence, for if it is 
always painiul to speak of one's self, h 
is more cspccialiy so when one has to 
repel calumny ; I address myself to yon, 
M. Duke, as President of the provision 
ary government, to give you a faithful 
eBposition of events, of which 1 have 
been a witness. 


On the 11th of June I received an er- 
de 1 from the Minister of War to repair 
to the imperial quarters. I had held no 
command nor had I any information up* 
00 the composition and force of th« ar- 
my. 
Neither the Emperor nor the Mi- 
nisttr had previoualy said any thieg to 
me. which could lead me to eapect, that 
1 should be employed in thia cauipaign. 
1 was consequently uken et unawares, 
without horses, wttkoUl equipage, with- 
out money, and I was obliged to borrow 
to enable me to repair to my destination. 
Arrived on the 12th at Laon,'on the 13th 
at Avesnes, and on the 14ih at Beau- 
mont,I purchased in the last-named town 
of the Duke of Treviso, two horses, with 
which I repaired on the I5ih to Cbarle« 
roi, accompanied by my firat Aid-de- 
camp, the only officer whom I had near 
me. 
I ai rived at the moosoot when the 
enemy, attacked by our' light troops, fell 
back upon Fleuras and Goseelies. 


The Emperor ordered me immediate- 
ly to pui myself at the head of the 1st 
and 3d corps of infantry, commanded by 
the Lieuicnant-Gcnerals d'Erlon, and 
Ueille, ot tbe division of ligtti-cavalry of 
the guard under the orders of the Lieu- 
tenant-Generals l^febvre Desnouettes 
and Colbert, and of two divbions of ca- 
valry ot Count Valmy, and which formed 
eight divisions of infantry aikd four of 
cavalry. With these troops, of whom 
mean-while I never had but a part under 
my command, I repulsed the enemy, and 
obliged him to evacuate Gossolies, Fras- 
ne. Mollet, and lioppignie. There they 
took position with the exception of the 
1st corpH, which was yet at Marciennes, 
and which ccjoined isie the next day. 


Ou the 16ih, I received an order to 
attack tlie English in their position of 
Quatre Bras. 
We marched upon the 
viieiny with an enthusiasm difficult to be 
described ; nothing i-esisted our impetu- 
osity i the battle became general and ikc 
victory was not doubtful, when, at the 
moment in which I was about to advance 
the 1st corps of infantry, which until 
then had been left by me in reserve at 
Fraane, 1 learned that the Emperor had 
disposed of it without informing me, a» 
weil as the division of Gerard of the 3d 
corps, to direct thfiD upon St. Amand, 
and support his left wing, which was 
severely engaged against the Piussiana 
The blow which this news gave me, 
was terrible. 
Not having under my or- 
der more than three divisions, instead of 
eight, on which I calculated, I was oblig- 
ed to suffer victory to escap« ; and in 
spite of my efforts, and in spite of the 
bravery and devotedness of the troops, 1 
CQuld .do nothing more than preserve 
my posititn to the end of the day. Near 
9 o'clock in the evening, the 1st corps 
was sent back to me by the Emperor, 
fbr which he had no use.—Thus, 25 or 
30,000 men were, so to speak, paralys- 
ed i end had been marched about,during 
the whole battle, with arms in their 
handa, from the left to the right, and 
from the right to the left, without fil ing 
a gun. 


It is impossible to avoid suspending 
for a moment these details, to remark 
to you, M. Duke, all the consequences 
ot this false movement, and in general 
of the bad diapositioos made during the 
day. 


By what fatality, for example, did the 
Fmpcror, instead of biinging all his 
lorce against Lord Wellington, who 
uiight have been ettacked by surprise,

who aaw it» have been unable to com- 
pre bend. 


Instead of thia. If he had left eeorpe 
of observation to reatrein the Pruselans, 
and marched with his atrongfst measee 
to euppon OM, the Engllah army woiiM 
have bma mBdoubredly destroyed be- 
tween Qttetre Brass and Geneppe; and 
this position, which separated the two 
Allied Armiea, once in our powor, woiUd 
have given the Ei|»pcror the ÜMiltty of 
approaching the ñf^tt of the Prussiar. , 
and cruabiiig them In their turn. 
Ttm 
general opinion io France, endeipecial- 
ly in the army, was, that the Empoior 
wished only u> destroy the British er* 
my i and the circuinst«incea were favor« 
able for that, but the destinies ordered 
it otherwise. 


On the 17th, the army marched in tho 
direction of Mont St. lohn. 


On the 18th, (he battle commenced 
•bout 1 o'clock; and although the bul- 
letin, which gives the reciul of It, mukea 
no menúon of me, tbeio is no uc ii of 
my affirming, that I wab pictrnt- 


Licutenant-General Count DipuM hae 
already »poken ot this battle inthiliouso 
of Peers. 
His nnrrative is exact, 
the exception only of some important 
parts, on which he was either iilent o> 
ignorant, and which I ought to m;«ke 
known—About T o'eJock in the even- 
ing, after the most frightful carnage I 
have ever aeen. General Labaduyer*. 
came to inform me frojo the Emp« ror» 
that Marahal Grouehy had^Brrived on 
our right, end had a t t e n d the left of 
the EngUsh and PriMallf anlted. 
This 
Geoeral officer, proceediiif along tho 
line, spread thia news among the sol- 
diers, whoae courage and devotednese 
wtt alweya the eame, and who gave new 
proofs of it at thia moaaent, notwi'h« 
standing the fatigue with which they 
were eshausted. 
Io the Baeen time, 
what was my artoBishment, I ought to 
say iodignetioo, when I learned some 
momenu after,, that Marshal Grouchy 
had not arrived to our aupport, as it bad 
juet been eeaured to the whole army ;

A short time afler, I saw arrive four 
regiments of the middle guard, cou- 
ducud by the Eaaperour in peron, who 
wished with theat troope to rooew tho 
atuck, and penetrate the centre of tho 
enemy. 
He ordoied me to . march a| 
their head with General Friant. 
Gene- 
rals, officers, soldiers all slftowed the 
greatest intrepidity, but thie corpa oC 
troops was too weak to be able to resist 
a long time the forces that tlie enemf 
opposed to him, and it was soon néces- , 
sary to renounce the hope, which far 
sume moments, this attack iiad given. 


General Friant was struck by a ball, 
at my side. 
I had my hoi'sc killed and 
was thrown under him. 
I be bvava 
men, who will return fi-om this terrible 
affair, will render me the justice, I hope, 
of saying tliat tUey saw mo on foot, 
sword ill hand, the whole evening, and 
that I quitted not the scene of carnage, 
but one of the last, and at tbe momeut 
oben retreat waa necessary. 


Meantime the Prussians continned ' 
their offensive movement, and our right 
sensibly fell back. The English in 
their turn advanced. 
There remaiQfd 
to us ye; four sqtiares of the old guard, 
placed advantageously for protecting 
the retreat. 
Those brave greiudiers, 
Uie elite of the army, successively forc- 
ed to fall back, oiily yielded the ground 
loot by foot, until finally overwhelmed 
by numbers, tbey were almost sntirely 
destroyed 
From thst moment, tbe 
retrograde movement was ordered, and 
the army formed but a contused column. 
There was not heard however in tho 
rout, the cry of »ave him»e f who can, 
with which the army has been calumni- 
ated in the bulletin. 
As to myself, con- 
stantly in the rear guard, wiiich I follor- 
ed on foot, having had aU my horsca 
killed, exhausted with fatigue, covered 
with bruises, end having no longer 
strength to march, I owe my life to B- 
corporal of the guard, wlio supported 
nie in my march, and did not abandoA 
me daring the retreat.
